Republic’s Rulers Reas- 
sure People That U. S. 
Will Not Intervene as 
Long as Peace Prevails.

HAVANA, Sept. 8.—The executive 
commission of five now ruling Cuba 
has under consideration a change in 
the present form of government in- 
volving the probable selection of a 
president, Sergio Carbo, a member of 
the junta, said tonight. 

This latest turn in the widespread 
political picture came as the United 
States cruiser Indianapolis, with Sec- 
retary of the Navy Claude Swanson 
aboard, dropped anchor in the har- 
bor. 

The Indianapolis, which came here 
from Annapolis, Md., joined the ‘cruis- 
er Richmond and two destroyers, the 
Bainbridge and the McFarland, but did 
not stay long, sailing for Panama at 
6 o'clock. Secretary Swanson did not 
go ashore during the craft’s two-hour 


stay. 

“As matters now stand,” Carbo de- 
clared, “we are inclined to form a 
coalition cabinet, with representa- 
tives of all the opposition sectors that 
- have co-operated with us in our revolu- 

tionary work.” 

Conciliation Group. ; 

This indication of the junta’s atti- 
tude followed shortly a flat refusal 
to accede to.a proposal that Carlus 
Manuel de Cespedes, who was ousted 
by last Monday’s non-commissioned 
officers’ coup, be reinstated. At the 
same time a commission set up to 
conciliate the different political views 
met in. secret to study “the nation’s 
problems.” 

Carbo was asked whether the presi- 
dent would be one of the members of 
the present junta and he replied that 
was “the most probable solution.” No 
mention was made of de Cespedes in 
the commissioner's statement. 

Army headquarters. reported that 
unarmed marines had landed in San- 
tiago and Cienfuegos for inspection 
purposes only. 

Recognition Asked. 

Carbo declared that efforts had been 
made by the present government te 
obtain American recognition. 

“We have established order and 
peace in the whole country and I 
think that in itself entitles us to 
recognition. The army problem has 
been solved and the officers are rapid- 
ly returning to their posts.” 

He referred to what he called the 
exorbitant military budget of the Ma- 
chado regime and then said:

Mouzon Issues Appeal 
To Vote Against Repeal 


RICHMOND, Va., Sept. 8.—(?)}— 
Bishop Edwin D. Mouzon, and the 
presiding elders of the Virginia ton- 
ference, Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, today called upon ministers 
and members of the conference to 
voice their disapproval of the twenty- 
first amendment at the polls, 

A statement signed’ by the bishop 
and the elders said “in view of this 
present we would advise opr preach- 
ers and people to meet this issue 
prayerfully and in the spirit of the 
Master.” 

“Our pulpits should warn the. con- 
gregations against this monstrous evil 
and should lovingly entreat the Chris- 
tian citizens to vote their disapproval 
at the polls,” the statement said. 

“The snap election gives no time 
to bring properly before the people the 
issues involved. Whatever, therefore, 
is done must be done at once. We 
entreat our members to make their 
ballots a matter of prayer and cast 
them against alcohol with its  conse- 
quent misery and personal and politi- 
cal corruption. The interests of the 
Kingdom of Christ demand that liquor 
and beer and bootlegging be destroyed 
and that forever.”

ROOSEVELT SEES 
U. 5. WITHDRAWAL 
FROM RELIEF TASK 


Duty Ultimately Must Be 
Restored to Individual, 
Says President at Hu- 
man Needs Meet. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 8.—(4)— 
Asserting that he looked upon govern- 
mental relief work as of an emergency 
type, President Roosevelt today told 
a human needs conference that the 
duty in the end would be restored to 
“individual citizens, to individual re- 
sponsibility, to private organizations.” 

“We are going to have unemployed 
throughout the United States and we 
know it,” he said. “I hope, though, 
the time is going to come soon when 
everybody who normally wants a per- 
manent job is going to get it. And so 
I like to think of government relief 
of all kinds as emergency relief.” 

The president appealed to the na- 
tion to loosen its purse strings to help 
eare for the destitute this winter. 

To delegates attending the third 
annual mobilization for human needs 
conference, Mr. Roosevelt criticized 
areas “coming hat in hand” to the 
government without doing their own 


relief share. 
States Lagging. 

“There have been states. which have 
not done their share,” the chief execu- 
tive said, “states where the problem of 
relief has become mixed up with oli- 
tics; legislatures that are thinking 
in political and not in human terms. 

“There are municipalities which are 
going ahead with the spending of 
taxes for political purposes and then 
find they haven't any money left for 
relief purposes. 

“F am glad to say that those in- 
dividual cases are diminishing in num- 
ber because the people of this coun- 
try understand it and are telling the 
government bodies, local or state, that 
they have got to ‘play ball’ and not 
shirk.” 

As the conference set about its task 
of furthering community charity 
chests, and reminding the people that 
governments alone cannot carry the 
burden, Frank B. Kellogg, a former 
republican secretary of state, said the 
main obstacle to its work was the be- 
lief the government would supply re- 
lief funds. 

Two Relief Grants. 

Meanwhile Harry L. Hopkins, emer- 
gency relief administrator, today made 
an additional grant of $1,250,000 to 
Florida from federal funds, and an 
allotment of $953,968 to Oklahoma for 
unemployment relief. 

Mr. Roosevelt said the adminigtra- 
tion program was opposed to “a per- 
manent extension of purely govern- 
ment operations carried to the extent 
of relieving us of our individual re- 
sponsibilities as citizens.” 

John Stewart Bryan, publisher of 
the Richmond ( Va.) News-Leader, in 
formally starting he conference’s ses- 
sions later at a hotel, asserted the 
necessity for community help was not 
minimized by “95 per cent of the ma- 
terial unemployment relief load” be- 
ing carried by state, federal and local 
governments. 


Premier and Cabinet

Land, Sea Being Searched 


By JOHN F. CHESTER. 1 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 8.—(P)— 
Word was flashed to the navy de- 
partment tonight of the safe landing 
at Coco Solo, Canal Zone, of six naval 
seaplanes after a 2,059-mile non-stop 
flight from Norfolk, Va.—completing 
the longest non-stop mass formation 
flight ‘in history. 

Battling successfully through a gale, 
five of the ships landed safely at the 
canal at 6:25 p.m. The sixth plane 
was nearly an hour behind. - 

The main body of the flotilla com- 
pleted the flight in exactly 24 hours 
and 55 minutes. The takeoff from 
Norfolk was at 5:30 o'clock last 
night. 

The sixth ship, P-12, under Lieu- 
tenant W. H. Buracker, of Winches- 
ter, Mass., fell behind the others dur- 
ing the afternoon. Engine trouble 
was reported to have slowed it down, 
but did not force a landing until Coco 
Solo was reached. 


Pass Over Cuba. 

The air fleet passed over Cuba 
shortly after 8 o’clock this morning, 
cutting straight across the island now 
in revolution, from a point not far 
to the east of Havana. 

Bold direction on the part of Lieu- 
tenant Commander D, M. Carpenter, 
flight commander, aided in the suc- 
cess of the record-smashing effort. 

The usual course after passing Grand 
Cayman, 160 miles beyond Ouba, 
would have swerved the ships west- 
ward toward the.Honduran coast to 
follow the curving shore line sduth to 
the canal, 

The flotilla, however, despite heavy 
storms ahead over the Caribbean, con- 
tinued straight on for a jump of more 


pthan 800 miles over the open sea. 
Hours of flying time were saved by 
following the more dangerous route. 

Acting Secretary Henry L. Roose- 
velt, Admiral William UH. Standley, 
chief of naval operations, and Rear 
Admiral Ernest J. King, chief of the 
bureau of aeronautics, tonight sent 
messages of congratulations to Lieu- 
tenant Commander Carpenter, the 10 
other officers and 25 enlisted men who 
made the flight. 

Congratulations. 

The acting secretary said: 

“Sincerest congratulations on your 
splendid feat. The navy and nativun 
are proud of you for having accom- 
plished the longest non-stop formation 
seaplane flight in history.” 

Naval officials, in compiling figures 
to show the flight was the longest 
sueh movement ever made, said that 
General Italo Balbo, air marshal of 
Italy, had made one jump with his 
air fleet of 1,864 miles during a flight 
to Brazil in 10931. 

Balbo’s longest mass flight during 
his recent trip to the United States 
was one of 1,677. It came on the 
jump from Shoals Harbor, N. F., to 
the Azores on the return trip and in- 
volved 25 planes. 

Other officers on the flight in addi- 
tion to Carpenter and Buracker, were 
Lieutenant Commander Herman E. 
Halland, of Fargo, N. D., and Lien- 
tenants R. Bowes, State Colleze, 
Pa.; Robert W. Morse, Binghampton,

L. Ewing, Boston; M. H. Kernodle, 
Graham, N, C.; J. L. Kane, Brook- 
lyn; Yates Stirling, Baltimore, and 
Leonard J. Dow, Toledo, who was on 
the ship with Buracker. 


NEW COTTON PLAN 
READY FOR DME 


Wallace Will Announce 
Details of Crop Slash 
Scheme at Once. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 8&—(@— 
A cotton production control program 
for 1934 and 1935 has been approved 
by President Roosevelt and its out- 


lines are expected to .be announced 
tomorrow or early next week by Secre- 
tary Wallace. 

Two main features of the plan in- 
clude crop reduction for next year to 
around 25,000,000 acres and a virtual 
guarantee of parity price to the grower 
on a portion of his cotton. 

This guarantee, as applied to each 
cotton producing county, would be al- 
most half its production over the five- 
year average from 1928 through 1932, 
since the domestic consumption of the 
entire production in the five years ap- 
proached one-half. 

County Allotments. 

In turn, county committees would 
make the allotments to the individual 
farms on the basis of the production 
of the land during the period chosen. 
If a farm raised 100 bales yearly dur- 
ing the period and one man culti- 
vated it, next year he would be as- 
sured the parity price on 50 bales, or 
slightly less. 

The average domestic consumption 
of cotton over the five-year period 
ow July 1, 1933, was about 5,500,- 


The program the farm administra- 
tion has decided to adopt means the 
virtual shelving of the plan which 
sought control of the cotton crop 
through a system which would limit 
the number of bales that might be 
ginned next year. This idea was 
strongly advanced last week at meet- 


ADMITTED BY FORD 


Auto Manufacturer Feels 
He Is Observing Code 
and Has No Quarrel. 


DETROIT, Sept. 8.—(—There 
will be no “fight to the finish” be- 
tween the Ford Motor Company and 
the national recovery administration, 


it was learned from an authoritative 
source today, because the Ford com- 
pany feels it is complying with the 
code and there is nothing to fight 
about. 

“The code doesn’t have to be signed 
in order to comply with its terms,” 
was the statement. “Nobody has to 
sign anything as long ag they observe 
the provisions of the NRA.” 

Perhaps Henry Ford will sign the 
code—perhaps he won’t. Ford alone 
knows that. But whether or not he 
does, at the company’s plant today it 
was said entire compliance with the 
recovery act is possible without Ford's 
signature “on the dotted line.” 

_ Opinion of Company. 

This was not Ford’s own statement, 
but, coming from a high source, it 
was represented as being the opinion 
of the Ford company since the in- 
ception of the national recovery act. 

“If we signed the code we'd have 
to live down to it”—an often repeat- 
ed statement of the motor manufac- 
turer—was said to be the key to the 
entire situation. The company be- 
lieves it is observing the code to the 
limit, and, in fact, is “going it one 
better” in. its dealings with employes. 

Ford, it wag also stated, is “dealing 
with the matter,” but the manner of 
his dealing was not explained. The 
company believes no further state- 
ment of the motor magnate’s position

WASHINGTON, Sept. 8.—(7)—A 
near crisis in the administration's ef- 
fort to fasten an NRA code upon the 
bituminous coal industry was bridged 
tonight with indications that both 
Hugh SS. Johnson, the administrator, 


and spokesmen for the mine owners 
had made concessions in a new step 
toward agreement. 

Angrily, Johnson faced four of the 
operators in a three-hour confcrence 
after receiving a biting letter of con- 
demnation of the code which he hand- 
ed down yesterday with the ultimatum 
that it would be promulgated early 
next week with few changes. 

At the end, the quartet emerged, 
smiling, and the administrator said 
he hoped still for a charter next week 
wit.. a general agreement from the im 
dustry. He added, however, that the 
public hearing he had set for Mon- 
day afternoon might be postponed 24 
hours to give the mine owners more 
time to study the most comprehensive 
code yet written at the recovery ad- 
ministration. 

Johnson said that as a result of the 
conference, negotiations on union con- 
tracts for Appalachian commercial 
unions, suspended today, would be 
resumed. 

The letter from the operators, draft- 
ed after a general meeting early in 
the day, precipitated what Johnson 
described as. “nx very delicate situa- 
tion.” Although the operators had 
been given until tomorrow to file ex- 


ceptions to the code, the. letter, in ef-}

The lettér was ee to the ad- 
ministrator while he sat at lunch at 
a hotel. Reading it quickly, he threw 
it upon the table, declined to receive 
it formally, and characterized it as 
“an insult to the president of the 
United States.” 

The letter was taken to his office 
by his secretary and the administra- 
tor summoned the four operators com- 
posing the committee which has been 
handling the lengthy negotiations. 

President Roosevelt entered the 
fight for an agreement Wednesday 
night in a conference with the opera- 
tors and John L. Lewis, president of 
the mine workers’ union, and he was 
reported to be backing Johnson in his 
intent of imposing the code. *

Cosgrave, outlining the policy of 
the consolidated forces, said the op- 
position sought to unite the nation to 
restore Ireland’s markets and give the 
people an opportunity to work out 
their own salvation without govern- 
ment interference.

Wallace, has indicated his definite 
stand and purpose to promote a to- 
bacco acreage reduction campaign 
with the hope of raising tobacco 
prices immediately, and 

“Whereas, the success of this acre- 
age reduction campaign is laxgely de- 
pendent upon the loyal co-operation 
of the tobacco growers, 

“Therefore, I, Eugene Talmadge, 
governor of the state of Georgia, for 
the purpose of aiding this very worthy 
cause, do hereby appeal to all patriotic 
citizens to lend their united support 
to this effort of the United States 
secretary of agriculture to obtain sub- 
stantial relief for the tobacco grow- 
ers, and I do hereby call on the to- 
bacco growers of this state to join 
the tobacco growers of South Caro- 
lina, North Carolina, and Virginia, 
in this proposed acreage reduction, 
for herein apparently lies their real 
ope.

REDUCTION AGREEMENTS 
MAILED FROM CAPITAL 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 8.—()— 
The agricultural adjustment adminis- 
tration shipped into the tobacco grow- 
ing area today a million acreage re- 
duction agreements for signature by 
flue-cured tobacco growers. 

The agreement now available pledges 
individual producers to enter into an 
agreement with the secretary of ag- 
riculture to reduce production in 1934 
and 1935. 

County agricultural agents in North 
Carolina, South Carolina, Virginia 
and Georgia will begin distribution cf 
the agreements among growers tomor- 
rew in preparation for the formal 
opening of the flue-cured tobacco ad- 
justment program Monday. 

Under the agreement, flue-cured to- 
bacco growers are asked to agree to 
reduce production of the leaf in 1934 
and 1935 in such manner as Secre- 
tary Wallace may designate for each 
year. 

The reduction to be requested shall 
in no event be more than 30 per cent 
of the annual average flue-cured to- 
bacco production on a grower’s farm 
during 1981, 19382 and 1933. The 
percentage of reduction may be based 
on acreage or poundage of tobacco 
grown, or both. 

Proceeds. of a 4 cents a pound 
processing tax on all flue-cured to- 
bacco processed for domestic consump- 
tion by manufacturers will be used 
io pay growers who participate in 
the reduction program. It is. esti- 
mated that $10,000,000 will be avail- 
able from the processing tax. 

All land which has produced flne- 
cured tobacco in any of the three 
years specified in the agreement is 
eligible in the program. Landown- 
ers or landlords may sign the agree- 
ment.

He sent a volley of shots into the 
group that sent all three crumpling 
to the sidewalk and then fled into a 
blacksmith shop. 

There, while poNce and = sheriffs 
were laying plans for his capture, 
Jones sent a shot through his head 
with a .45-caliber revolver. 

When his body was removed it 
was found he had besides the rifle and 
the shotgun, two revolvers and more 
than 400 rounds of ammunition for 
the various weapons.

This hopeful prospect made all 
the more regrettable the sudden 
“revolt of the sergeants,” and The 
placing at the head of the govern- 
ment of a junta of radicals self- 
evidently lacking in the influence 
to enforce order and largely out of 
harmony with the policies which 
had been advocated by the United 
States government. 

The quickness and firmness with 
which this government met the rad- 
ical threat to the efforts to build 
up a sound and conservative gov- 
ernment in Cuba has stiffened the 
passive resistance of the better ele- 
ments of the Cubans and is un- 
doubtedly responsible for the grow- 
ing belief that it will not be long 
before a more stable government is 
established. 

The junta’s origin was such as 
to make it lacking in stability and 
the news that 30 American ‘war- 
ships were converging on the 
island soon took the cockiness out 
of the pseudo statesmen and their 
illiterate and youthful backers. 

Certainly from the United States’ 
Standpoint a firm and representa- 
tive government for Cuba !s most 
necessary, and it is undoubtedly an 
objective which is being sought by 
the representatives of this country. 


KIGH SCHOOL STANDARDS. 


If recommendations adopted at 
the recent meeting in Washington 
of representatives of the regional 
associations of colleges and second- 
ary schools are generally accepted, 
an exhaustive study of standards 
and procedures for evaluating the 
work of high schools throughout 
the .country will be undertaken. 

The WashingfOn conference was 
called by United States Commis- 
sioner of Education Zook, at the 
request of representatives of the 
various associations, in order that 
the service being rendered by re- 
gional accrediting ageficies to col- 
leges and secondary schools might 
be brought more closely in line 
with changes during the past few 
years in education and social con- 
ditions. 7 

The conference recommends that 
new standards be created, first by 
testing old standards and retaining 
such elements as seem satisfactory; 
second, by evolving new standards 
through research; that evaluating 
procedures be developed through 
careful experimentation; that stand- 
ards looking towards improved 
practices in education be developed, 
and that all standards be adapted to 
the needs of the various regions. 

The evaluation of high schools 
for accrediting purposes is a task 
now largely in the hands of the 
state departments of education and 
the regional associations of col- 
leges and secondary schools. Basic 
changes in educational practices 
during the past few years have 
brought about frequent friction be- 
cause of varying standards. The 
result has been to put both stu-

HOW THE RAILS CAN WIN. 

How the railroad train of tomor- 
row will be able to operate at half 
the expense of today’s lumbering 
engines and coaches and will match 
speed with the airplane, is related 
in an article by Henry F. Pringle 
in the current issue of the Cos- 
mopolitan magazine. 

Even now, he recites, plans are 
being laid for trains that will travel 
from coast to coast across the con- 
tinent in 50 hours, and at an ex- 
pense that will justify a base fare 
of $30 to $35 from New York to 
Los Angeles. 

Mr. Pringle cites the high-speed 
trains now being built for the Bur- 
lington and the Union Pacific rail- 
roads, the top speed of which will 
be 100 miles an hour and which 
will be limited to 80'tons. It is not 
difficult to figure the operation 
economies possible when the more 
than 1,000-ton average of the pres- 
ent-style train is considered. 


Such trains, writes this com- 
mentator, will not only be beautiful 
sights as they flash past the coun- 
tryside, but— 

The margin of profit in their oper- 
ation will be large. It is for this 
reason that railroad officials look for- 
ward to the day when tomorrow’s 
train crosses the continent in 40 or 
&{ hours. The Burlington train will 
cost only 55 cents a mile to run. 
This is an almost unbelievable fig- 
ure; so extraordinary that the data 
behind it have been checked and re- 
checked. See what it means; the 
government allows 28 cents a mile for 
carrying the mails. The Burlington 
will therefore be required to spend 
only 27 cents a mile for this new 
and speedy train. 

Today’s basic passenger rate is 3.6 
cents per mile. Suppose, for the sake 
of simple calculations, that it were 
3 cents. This means that only nine 
passengers would have to be carried 
for the train to break even! The 
rate could be slashed to 2,cents and 
operating costs met, with only 13 
passengers. The capacity of the train 
is 76 passefigers. 
In view of these figures it is not 
surprising that so well-posted a man 
as Mr. Pringle should express the 
firm conviction that “the railroads 
are far from extinct,” but that, on 
the other hand, “a new day dawns 
when they will pay dividends once 
more.” 3 
If the railroads can, for half the 
expense now involved, transport 
passengers twice as rapidly and 
with similar comfort as is the case 
with the present lumbering trains, 
evolved in bygone. days before the 
mic apeed 
high-powered automobile and the 
fast-winging airplane, rail transpor- 
tation can stage a comeback. 
With its present equipment and 
present mileage rates, it is a hope- 
less task, but there are few travel- 
ers who will not choose the greater 
Safety and comfort of the railroads 
if their speed and their charges are 
made commensurate with those of 
other types of transportation.

The nazi slogan of racial purity 
seems to be as amenable to altera- 
tion when circumstance requires. It 
is true that Swedes, Norwegians and 
Danes belong to the great Nordic 
race, but until recently no one imag- 
ined that they could be mentioned in 
the same breath as the crown and 
glory of Nordic culture, the German 
people. Yet so it is. German diplo- 
mats in Norway, Sweden and Den- 
mark have been notified by the Ger- 
man foreign office that they are 
exempted from the rule that diple- 
mats must notify headquarters betore 
marrying foreign girls. It is even in- 
dicated that young nazis who aim to 
rise high in the diplomatic service 
cannot do better than to contract 
marriage with the maidens of Nor- 
way, Sweden and Denmark. There 
are some people of more purely Nordic 
strain than the Prussians, apparently.

WHY HAVE MOSQUITOES 
ABOUT THE PLACE? : 

These fine summer nights it is 
curious how visitors in search of 
healthful environment will sit out 
slapping mosquitoes or hurry indoors 
to escape them, yet never grow even 
slightly sarcastic about calling the 
place a health resort. It is our funny 
education. Few of our “educated” 
citizens know why or how mosquitoes 
breed or how to suppress the nuisance. 
Even that droll Yankee character, the 
village health officer, who owes his 
position to politics, has only vague 
notions, if any, about the method of 
ridding the community of the mos- 
quito nuisance, 

It is pretty widely recognized now 
that the presence of flies in a place 
where food is served stamps the place 
as dangerously unsanitary. No mat- 
ter if the so-called health or sanitary 
authorities plaster the walls with 
permits, licenses, certificates of “‘in- 
spection,” the wise customer will dis- 
cover he has mislaid his appetite or 
has got to run to catch a train if the 
flies get around to him with the 
waiter. In spite of the o. k. of the 
politicians of the health department, 
the presence of flies is a sure index of 
uncleanliness on the premises or close 
enough to constitute a menace to the 
health of any one who eats there. 

So far as we know, the common 
rain-barrel or tomato can mosquito is 
not an agent in the spread of disease. 
Only the comparatively rare Anoph- 
eles (distinguished from the com- 
mon Culex by its appearance of al- 
most standing on its head when it 
alights) carries malaria. and the 
Stegomyia (distinguished by its black 
color marked with silvery bands) car- 
ries yellow fever. Our common rain 
barrel or tomato can breed, the Culex, 
carries merely ill-temper, irritability 
and -an ubhealthful distaste for 
rambles through field, swamp, woods 
and berry patch. 

Mosquitoes do not go far from their 
breeding place in quest of food. There- 
fore their presence is a sure index 
of open stagnant water somewhere on 
or close to the premises. It may be 
only as much water as will stand in 
an old tomato can thrown back of the 
garage or in the deep grass or weeds 
in the lot at thé rear. It may be a 
cistern or a little pool that is not 
stocked with minnows to eat the wig- 
gletails (mosquito larvae). It may be 
an obstructed rain spout somew 
about the roof. Or an u 

bucket of water anywhere. It may 
even be a foot track or wheel rut in 
a muddy spot. Anywhere that water 
can stand a week or 10: days will do 
to grow ‘skeeters. The female dopeetts

Menocal, also expressed his belief 
there had been an amelioration in the 
situation. 

Batista Promoted. 

Batista later was promoted to the 
rank of colonel and made chief of 
the army staff, contrary to previ- 
ous assertions that he had no de- 
sire to advance in rank after the 
objective of the present movement had 
been attained. The sergeant was made 
provisional chief of staff at the time 
of the uprising. 

Sergeants Pablo Rodriguez and Jose 
Pedraza were named as aides. 

Second Lieutenant Felipe Lois was 
appointed navy chief of staff. 

American naval craft were scattered 
along the Cuban coast with others en 
route to these waters. Thirty fight- 
ing vessels have been ordered to this 
vicinity. 

The cruisers Richmond and In- 
dianapolis and two destroyers stood 
by in Havana harbor, with destroy- 
ers also at Santiago and Isle of 
Pines.

Defense Seeks To Refute 
Lamson Blood-Spot Proof 


COURTHOUSE, SAN JOSE, Cal.. 
Sept. 8.—(4)—The supreme effort of 
David A. Lamson’s defense forces to 
cast doubt upon the state’s charge 
that he killed his attractive wife, Al- 
lene, with an iron pipe began here 
late today with the calling of Dr. E. 
O. Heinrich, criminologist, to the wit- 
ness stand. 

Heinrich, noted in other cases for 
going into the realm of the microscope 
to find evidence that had escaped 
ordinary human. observation, abrupt- 
ly began laying a _ scientific back- 
ground for what the defense expected 
to be a contradiction of some of the 
findings of the prosecution experts. 

The exact trend of his testimony 
was not apparent when court adjourn- 
ed until next Monday morning. 

However, his reference to tests of 
charred blood, to the means of dis- 
tinguishing human blood from that 
of other creatures and his assertion 
that an instrument used to scrape 
away spots of blood and then sub- 
stances not of blood might mix the 
constitutents to the point of confu- 
sion indicated a possible attack on 
the testimony of Dr. Frederick Pro- 
escher, state witness. 

Dr. Proescher had testified to find- 
ing evidence of blood on the lengt 
of pipe taken from a bonfire which 
Lamson was attending in the bac 
yard of his Stanford University cam- 
pus home just before the death of 
Mrs. Lamson became known, He also 
testified there were indications of 
charred blood on burned cloth taken 
from the fire. 

George A. Weber, who had describ- 
ed himself as an electrical engineer 


and industrial chemist, whose avoca- 
tion was criminology, ran into a 
flurry of prosecution objections when 
called as an expert witness for Lam- 


son, 

Judge R. R. Syer allowed Deputy 
District Attorney Herbert Brid to 
question Weber about his qualifics- 
tions. He said he had attended a 
technological institution in Chicago. 

Judge Syer said he was not fully 
satisfied with the extent of Weber's 
practice, but allowed him to testify 
as an expert after he had told of 
making 1,500 blood tests. 


Weber then said he first entered 
the Lamson home at 4:23 p.m., May 
30, more than six hours after the 
body of Mrs, Lamson had been found 
in the bath tub with four fractures 
in the skull. Weber said he “con- 
templated’” the blood spattered walls 
of the bath room for about 20 
minutes. 

The witness said he had made tests 
later of spots on a trap door lead- 
ing from the hall into the attic, in 
the maid’s closet and at several points 
in the rear of the house. All these, 
he said, proved to be stains other than 
blood with the exception of a spot on 
the trap door. This, he said, was 


h| blood mixed with water. 


Weber produced siftings taken from 


k| the bonfire which Lamson had been 


tending just before the death became 
known. It was from this fire the state 
took a length of iron pipe and bits of 
charred cloth and suggested the pipe 
was used by Lamson to beat his young 
wife to death.

King Feisal, Monarch of Iraq, 
Dies Far From Desert Realm 


BERNE, Switzerland, Sept. 8.—() 
Far from the desert kingdom which 
he won by the sword and his political 
skill in *tompany with the famed 
Lawrence of Arabia, scholarly King 
Feisal, of Iraq, died suddenly early 
today of a heart attack in his hotel 
here. He was 48. 

He returned here only a few days 
ago from Baghdad, his capital, after 
interrupting a course of treatment to 
travel to London for conferences in 
connection with Assyrian troubles in 
his country. Six hundred Assyrian 
Christians were reported killed in dis- 
orders in which Iraq troops and Kurds 
participated. : 

In recognition of his war service, 
Great Britain, the former Iraq man- 
datory power, will transfer the body 
by destroyer from Genoa, Italy, to 
Alexandria, Egypt, and thence by air- 
plane to Baghdad. § 

The king died in bed, in sharp con- 
trast with his romantic life in the 
desert of Arabia, where he. fought 
daily with the Turks during the 
World War in leading a handful of 
warriors on perilous exploits.

Feisal became a deputy for Jiddah 
in 1913 and later aligned himself 
with the Arab national government, 
commanding his father’s troops in 
Asir the following year. 

At the outbreak of the World War 
he was at Mecca, the starting point of 
& prominent part in the Arab revolt 
in which he joined forces with Gen- 
eral Allenby in a campaign which 
culminated in the capture of Aleppo 
in October, 1918. 

Prior to this campaign he had been 
defeated by the Turks after his fa- 
ther joined with the allies against 
that country. Feisal headed rebel 
troops in Medina. 

After the great war his campaign. 
with the assistance of Lawrence, of 
Arabia (T. E. Lawrence), finally 
resulted in the setting up from the 
wreck of the Turkish empire the king- 
dom he later was to head. 

King in 1920. 

é Feisal was named king of Syria 
in March, 1920, but was deposed 
when he failed to recognize the rights 
of France, the mandatory power. He 
was elected king of Iraq Jesus 23, 
1921, in a plebiscite in which he re- 
ceived 96 per cent of the votes, 

Great Britain became the manda- 
tory power and the country made 
rapid strides. The first parliamentary 
session was held in July, 1925. Less 
than three years later the country 
was admitted to League of Nations 
membership after Great Britain took 
steps to recognize Iraq’s indepen- 
dence, Formal recognition was forth- 
coming October, 1932. 

The king was married in 1906 to 
Sharifa Huzayma, the daughter of his 
uncle. One son, the Crown Prince 
Emir Ghazi, and three daughters, the 
Princesses Assa, Rajia and Rafia, 
survive.

S before the naval stores 
section of the Savannah Chamber of 
Commerce, Dr. Herty, widely known 
research chemist, said he has com- 
pleted successful experiments in using 
the abandoned pines for the making 
of wood pulp. 

Naval stores men at the meeting 
said afterwards that if such trees 
could be used the amount of pine 
wood available for wood pulp would 
be increased by some 26,000,000 cords, 
valued at approximately $38,000,000, 

In the Dr. Herty said, pine 
trees that had been tapped for turpen- 
tine gum were abandoned after a few 
years, stunted in growth and prac- 
tically worthless for lumber, Cuttings

for wood pulp use, however, he said, 
and have been used in his Per 
“with great success.”

THOMASVILLE, Ga., Sept. 8.— 
About 2,000 acres have been planted 
in cucumbers by the farmers of Thom- 
as county for the fall marketing sea- 
son, when it is expected that another 
big crop of cukes will be sold, carlot 
shipments being made from the mar- 
keting centers, Coolidge leading the 
county in such shipments each year. 

It is estimated there are about 
1,500 acres planted to cucumbers in 
and about Coolidge, where two mar- 
keting associations have functioned 
successfully for the past several years, 
| Special arrangements for grading, 
| patking and shipping of the cukes 
have been provided at Coolidge and 
the growers always find a ready mar- 
ket here for their entire crop, many 
of them growing them under a con- 
tract arrangement with buyers, it is 
stated. 

In and around Ochlocknee it is 
estimated the acreage will run around 
150 acres, with many acres being 
planted to cukes in Meigs, Thomas- 
ville and other sections of the county.

He had to keep his brain busy and 
his twinkling feet at top speed to 
keep pace with the blond Redwood, 
who advanced to the semi-final round 
by steady, consistent stroking against 
an opponent who persisted in pump- 
ing almost every type of shot back. 

Stoefen had a hard match in spite 
of his towering advantage. Day by 
day little Grant has been catching 
them taller and taller. Vines, six feet 
two and then Stoefen six feet four. If 
Grant had won Friday he would prob- 
ably have been matched with Mt. 
Everest or at least the Empire State 
building. 

The game, hustling little Georgian 
made a gallant showing that calls for 
extended praise. He galloped, bounced, 
scrambled; clawed and slashed to the 
final stroke before he passed from the 
picture—a picture that has been one 
of the features of this championship.

AND CRAWFORD 
~ INSEMEFINALS 


Midget Atlantan Bows to 
Giant After a Great 
Battle.

FOREST HILLS, N. Y., Sept. &. 
P)—Two young American tennis 
giants fought their way to the semi- 
finals of the national men’s singles 
championship today and carry the last 
hopes of the home guard — the 
challenge of two of the world’s finest 
shotma ers, Frederick J. Perry, Brit- 
ain’s Davis Cup hero, and Jack Craw- 
ford, Australia’s all-conquering ace. 

Lester Stoefen, blond Californian 
who towers 6 feet 31-2 inches and 
enters the semi-finals for the first 
time in his short career, plays Perry 
tomorrow while Frank X. Shields, the 
equally towering New Yorker, meets 
Crawford in two international battles 
that will put both American youths 
to the severest tests. 


GRANT BEATEN. 


Stoefen gave an excited gallery of 
10,000 spectators their hdcank ios 
ments of an overheated day by out- 
lasting Bryan (Bitsy) Grant dr., the 
scrappy Atlanta bantam who ended 
les i < — ion Ellsworth 

esterday, but Perry and Craw- 
ford flashed by far the phon impres- 
sive tennis of the quarter-final round. 

Stoefen took Grant’s measure in a 
rough-and-tumble, “David and Go- 
liath” duel decided by scores of &-6, 
6-4, , 7-5, and with the result in 
doubt right up to the finish despite 
the Les Angeles star’s marked physi- 
cal advantages. 

Perry trounced Adrian Quist, the 
young Australian who conquered Wil- 
mer Allison, with a magnificent brand 
of tennis. The scores were 6-4, 6-4, 
6-0, as Perry applied the pressure 
whenever the mood struck him. 

In short, the Briton looked invinci- 
ble and so did Crawford, as smooth 
and caleulating a stroking machine 
as Forest Hills has seen since Rene 
LaCoste rode the heights. Crawford 
administered a tennis lesson to Clif- 
ford B. Sutter, of New Orleans, third 
ranking American, to the tune of 6-3, 
yee Ae and the issue was never in 

ubt. 


SHIELDS VICTOR. 


The powerful Shields, despite some 
trouble with his ming service, 
bombarded his way to victory in the 
other quarter-final over the resolute 
Gregory Mangin, of Newark, N. J., 
national indoor titleholder, by scores 
of 6-4, 6-4, 4-6, 6-3 

Thus the tournament lines were 
drawn for two duels of tennis styles 
as far apart as the les. Shields 
packs more dynamite than Stoefen in 
his strokes and has much more erxpe- 
rience to his credit, although both are 
only 23 years old.. Perry is only 24 
and Crawford, at 25, is nearing the 
climax of his greatest season. 

Both foreign stars have developed 
an all-around game and great con- 
trol, plus the ability to “take” the 
American service. On form thus far 
in the tournament, they figure as 
slight favorites over the American 
exponents of the slam-bang, slashing 
type of game, in which Shields’ re- 
sources seem more potent than Stoef- 
en’s. 

SEEKS “GRAND SLAM.” 


Crawford is seeking the “zgran.J 
slam” of tennis, having already taken 
the Australian, French and British 
singles championships this year in 
competition with the world’s foremost 
players. So far this week the re- 
sourceful Anzac has not been seri- 
ously pressed except at a few stages 
of his sparkling match with Sidney 
Wood Jr. yesterday. He looks to have 
everything that a world champion 
— ae it — to be seen 
whether he can hold the ram 
Shields in check. oT 

Stoefen, who ranks sixth nationally 
and is now assured of a much higher 
place for 1933, needed all his tremen- 
dous resources today to overcome the 
battling Georgian, Grant, who passed 
out of the tournament in meteoric 
fashion and amidst some of the wild- 
est outbursts of the week in the gal- 
lery. 

This was Grant's first appearance 
on the stadium turf. The near-ca- 
pacity crowd testified to the demand 
to see the scrappy 120-pounder who 
thrashed the once dominant Vines ard 
continued to play with defiant de- 
termination until finally battered down 
by his tall rival. 

Grant fought tenaciously to cap- 
ture the first set, galloping off with 
a 4-1 lead before the handsome but 
startled Stoefen could get his bear- 
ings. “Bitsy” took too many chances, 
however, in his over-anxiety and fi- 
nally dropped the set. With it went 
most of his hopes, for Stoefen was 
obviously better equipped for an ex- 
tended encounter, in which Grant had 
to do most of the running. 


GRANT FIGHTS. 


Stoefen had a two-set lead before 
Grant finally dug in and kept the 
gallery in constant uproar with a 
fighting comeback, Battling for every 
point, running himself ragged, tum- 
bling and spinning in desperate at- 
tempts to get his racquet on every 
return, “Bitsy” pulled out the third 
set and carried his rally well into 
the fourth set. He led, and it 
looked like a certain five-setter but 
Grant’s service cracked and so did 
his physical resistance. Stoefen, 
while still playing spotty tennis, 
used his giant strides and great reuch 
to advantage as he reeled off four 
games in a row to end the match. 
At that he had match point four times 
before the Georgia gamecock yielded. 

The Shields-Mangin match wus 
chiefly a duel of service. Shields 
broke through once in each of.the first 
two sets for the deciding margin but 
experienced a lapse in the third set 
as he dropped his cannonball delivery 
twice in succession. He broke througn 
early in the fourth set, however, and 
smasted his way to victory with an 
almost ferocious rmination. All 
told, Shields crashed over 13 service 
-aces and banged out 32 placements 
in four. sets, a new “high” for the 
tournament. 


’ ONE-SIDED. 


Perry's offensive strokes were 
scarcely less conspicuous in his match 
with Quist. It was unexpectedly one- 
sided as the British ace ind him- 
self with a four-game winning streak 
to take the opening set and then reei- 
ed off 10 games in a row in the last 
Perry’s stroke analysis 
showed 30 earned points out of his 
total of 79. 

Sutter won and lost the day’s only 
“double-header.” The sturdy New Or- 
leans youth lost to Crawford after 
gaining his quarter-final bracket in 
the morning at the expense of Vivian 
McGrath, 17-year-old Australian who 
features a two-handed backhand shot.

“The looping through a slit methed 
is sometimes used successfully, but the 
rags must be evenly cut and rather 
fine to prepare in this way. 

“T am sending a sample of machine- 
sewn rags. There are no ends which 
the warp will not hold down. Seams 
are never cut through in preparing 
rags for they are apt to open and this 
leaves a hole. Even if seams do not 
open, we again have the loose ends to 


make the rugs look loose.” Then Mrs. 


Rowland inclosed a sample which 
looks like the drawing. ‘The work is 
done ‘continuously on the machine, 
clipping the ends as shown in the 
place marked “cut.”

PRICES ARE DEFEN DED, 


POUND SELLS FOR 8 CENTS 
BY THE UNITED PRESS. 

W. E. Carroll, manager of the 
Duteh Oven bakery here, defended 
Atlanta bread prices Friday on 
grounds of “quality and increased cost 
of production brought on by the 
NRA.” 
“Bread prices have been too cheap,” 
Carroll told the United Press, ex- 
plaining, however, that his company 
always had sold its 20-ounce 1 for 
10 cents in retail, door-to-door trade, 
and had not increased that price. 
The average wholesale baker here 
sells similar quality bread direct to 
grocers for 8 cents, representing a 
wholesale cost of 6.4 cents per 16- 
ounce loaf, and a retail sale price by 
the grocers of 8 cents per 16-ounce 
loaf, a handling profit of 1.6 cents 
per loaf. 

That compares with the reported 
present national price per pound loaf 
of 7.6 and a ee At tlanta present 
average price cents per pound 
loaf. The national and Atinnta acae- 
ages were reported by the agricul- 
tural adjustment administration. 

The fact that Dutch Oven charges 
the 10-cent price for the 20-ounce 
loaf is attributable to the fact it de- 
livers directly to the consumer, a dis- 
tribution cost grocers do not bear.

The number of 
returns is small, of course, but there 
is a large enough number of them to 
make the method vastly worth while. 

When you are ‘taking. your walks 
this fall, then, keep your eyes open 
for those unfortunate birds that have 
met with accidents, and. if the num- 
bered band is attached to the leg, do 
not fail to-assist the federal biologists 
in their work by sending the band 
along to Washington.
